For Lthe same reason, they com-
plain, o wotice was talen by M. Gantier of
the history left in manuseript by the syndio
Michel Rosel, a youoger eontemporary of
Bonnivard, with whose aathority he generally
coucurs, ‘Tne excéllent rule of printing ver-
batim the text of Bonnivard, with alb it
distinetive arcbaisms or idiosynorasiss of
growmar and spelling, was wisely adhered to
in giving Lia “*Chroniele” to the publie. “No
little difiiculty was indeed experienced ia de-
